It remalns to be seen
whether after dispiaying themselves before the Sm-
peror, the troops will return, or whether the review

exciting suspicion,

As to the fourth point, the Mrm ldea here among
all classes 18, that England alone will never come
forward in ald of the Tarks.

Sea. There i3 no knowing, however, how rapidiy
thig fden may expand, should not the afairs of
France take a more favorable tarn,

A Coustantinople correspondent of tne Pall Mall
Garolte snys:—

When Admiral Farragnt made bis visil two years
ago to Constantinople, he made a formal applica-
tion to the Turkish Government for leave to pass
the Bosphorns; and, a8 he expressed it in a private
conversation, ‘'‘poke his nose into Lthe Black Sea,”™
While the request was under conslderation, and
while the anuthorities were eagerly asking the varl-
ous foreign amoassadord and enyvoys whet conse-
yuences sach a precedent might be likely to entall,
the Admiral got s steam up, and, with a'l his flags
fying, passed quietly up the straits and entered the
Black Sea. As though to show that It was through
no curiogity to see Odessa, nor to vislt the gite of
Sebastopol, that e came, he cruised about fora few
houre, and returped to the anchorage before Uon-
stantinople the following day.

A STRANGE STORY,

The telegraph, awhile ago, mentioned the fact
of n battle between French and Prussian wro-
nauts up in the air, Now we have the follow-
ing details:—

From the Belgian Noweelles du Joror,

“Panis, Oct. 1,—Nadar returned Seplomber
50 to Paris, His return was not effectod without
trouble, although his balloon was directed by a
good wind and favorable currents gince his de-
parture from Tours. DBul let me relate the par-
ticulars of his voyage in c¢hronglogical order; —
He left Tours at Go'clock in the morning, and
the bold wronsut arrived in view of Parls at 11
o'clock, floating about 5000 metres above the
fort at Charenton. At this time, as the Intre-
pide, which was the name of M. Nadar's bal-
loon, appeared in sight, a second balloon was
seen in the horizon. M. Nudar was observed to
digplay a long streamer with the Freneh national
colors. Immediately afterwards a national flag
floated from the car of the olher balloon.

“Vigorous hurrabs and eries of *C'est Duronff,’
from the garrison of the fort, greeted the ap-
penranca of the two wronauts, whose balloons
gradually approached. Suddenly, and when at
a thort distance from each olher, o loud report
was heard in the air, which report was followed
by a sorles of explosions. These were at first
supposed to be victorious signala or demonstra-
tions, until M, Nodor wos geen to fline himself
into the netting of his balloon, and to cling to
its sides. During this time the other :wronaut
continued discharging ghots at M. Nadar and
lis balloon, The Intrepide was descending
rapidly, and it appearcd evident to the specta-
tors below that =ome incomprehensible event
had happened above.

“The Intrepide them becomes the assailant,
and several shots were fired from the car into
the Prossian balloon, which suddenly whirled
about and fell to the ground with giddy velocity.
As goon as it reached the earth a detachment of
UUblang, who were on the plain, and who had
beon following the nerial combatants through-
out this exciting siruggle, rushed forth, and
surrounding the balloon, received their cham-
plon—God knows in what condition. They then
hastened off at full speed to the Prussian ad-
vanced posts, In the meantime M. Nadar
descended safely at Charenton, where he 1s still

The following statement is furnished from
the record. We commend the catalogue of
outrages and crimes to the atlentive congldera-
tiom of our friends thronghoul the country, It
i the voice of the bleeding, dying poor.

The jail of Orange county broken open, three
men shot at. Two cscaped, but one was
wounded, and died thereof.

His death
was decreed by o Ku-klux camp in "the adjoin-
ing county of Lenoir. He was hated because he
was a Northern man and a Republican,

colored man with him at the same time badly
shot.

The famlly of Danicl Blue, colored, murdered
in Moore county. DBlue was wounded and
escaped. His wife was Killed. Bhe was en-
ciente, His five other children were mur-
dered, the house set on fire, and the boues of all
found next morning,

Two white men of the name of McLeod mur-
dered in Cumberland. The men who murdered
them bad painted faces. The Ku-klux eharged
the murder on colored men, and one colored
man was kllled by them on acconnt of it.

A colored minister of the Gospel In Gull
townghip, Chatham county, compelled to take a
torch nrd burn bis own church, which he and
others had built on his own land. The next
morning, after the Ku-klux had departed, the
melancholy sight was presented of the minister
and his congregation holding prayer over the
ashes of bis chureh,

A eolored woman drowned in a mill.pond in
Orange county, because ehe had been “‘lmpu-
dent” to a white lady! This is the only charge.

A colored boy in Orange couunty taken at
midnight from hig father while they were barn-
ing charcoal and hanged, The charge was that
he had made some improper and foolish re-
marks about the white ladies, dis body hung
ten daye until the vultures partly consumed it,
and no one during that time dared Loy take him
down,

Wyatt Outlaw, a colored man, was hanged
pear the Court House in Grabham, Alamance
county. le was a leading Repubilean, an In-

five
their

dustrious mechanic, and a man of nnblemished 1

character. His offense was that Governor Hol-
den had appointed him a justice of the peace,
and he had accepted the appointment, and was
President in that county of the Union League of
America. It was charfed that he had incited
colored men to fire on the Ku-klux on the public
highwaye, but this statement can be disproved
by respeciable witne:s2s, He was dragged irom
his houge at midnight, his little son clinging to
him as long as he could, and his aged mother

leading for him. He was hanged near the

Jourt House, that the Ku-klux mightshow their
contempt for the civil law.

The Rev. Mr. Conliss, a native of Vermont,
and a teacher of a colored school at Company
Shops, Alamance, was taken from his house at
night and badly whipped. His wife endea-
vored to protect him, and was struck omn the
bead with a heavy pistol and badly woanded.
Mr, Conliss was lame and went on crutehes; bat
the Ku-klux had no mercy on the poor old
crippled man. He was whipped hecause he
taught a colored £chool and was a loyal man.

Jobn W. Btephens, State Benator, from the
county of Carroll, was murdered in the open
day, In the court-hounse in the town of Yancey-
ville. He was killed In the court-house, in
open day, to show Ku-klux contempt for the
civil law.

* Bam. Allen was driven from his house near
Leesburg, Caswell county. A few nights after-
wards some colored men, friends of his, were
watchicg at his house with his wiie while he
was concealed In the woods. The Ku-klux ap-

ecared, these colored men fled, and Robin
acobs, one of them, and an old man, not belog
able to get away, was shot through the head and
killed.

The Ku-klox of Rockingham gounty made a
raid and fired into a bouse and shot a colored
woman through the brain and killed her, In
the eame county, in another case, they thrast
chunks of wood om fire into the' faces and
mouths of their victims !

THE STORM ON THE LAKES.

Propeller and Several Lives
‘recks at Cleveland.

The Cleveland Plaindealor has the following
concerning the great gale on Lake Erie of Mon-
day night, in which so many vessels and lives
were losti—

Seldom has so Lerrific a gale swept over the
lake, agd never has one visited this viclnity
which caused so much loss of life and property
in so short a time. The wpight was extraor-
diparily dark. As it approached miduight it
was e\fdent that a severe storm was brewlng,
and many vessels made all eall for port. At
nbout 1214 o'cloek, as the eallors report, a hurrl-
cane burst upon the lake all at once, and many
a captain barely bhad time to putabont his eraft
unrd lot down canvas upon the run before the
gale was upon them. A seore of gales seemed
condepeed in ene, and the wind could almost be
geen to blow.

Raln fell during most of the continuance of
the gale. On the lake the scene was awiual,
Captain Gouldler, the ‘Eler lighthouse-keeper,
and Captain Kennedy, the Castom House officer
on night duty, keptwatch ou the pler,looking for
vessel light oceaslonally catehing a glimpse of
a veasel’s light rocking on the, waves now in
sight, now ﬁm in the water gulfs,

Al abont 2 o'clock they saw & cralt but a few
feet enst of the lighthouse, and beard the agon-
jzed cries for help of the ill-tated crew. Nola
person could be seen, and only once In a while,
as the overturped vessel was lifted on the crest
of & waveinto the raye from the lighthouse
feebly penetratiog the darkness, could a black
SO be spled onthe water.

A GRIP AT LARST.

T he French West Indlens to be Ours-A Trade
of 812,000,000 at Stake.

The N. Y. World to-day has the followlng slightly
sepsational Washington despateh :—

The conclusion arrived at by the administration
inthe matter of the recent representation made on
Lehalf of the Prussian Government hy Raron (ferolt
I8 found to posscss a startling significance in the
Hght of some recent developments, Even bhefore
the 10th of this month the Prussian Government
Wasgvery much distarbed by the repeated and
beavy shipments of armms and ammounition from
this country to France, and on that day I8
anxlety was ddeepened bY the adoption by the
IFFrench Government of a dacree which sulstantially
announced that improved arms would be received
by France from any quarter in any quantity, and
pald for at the highest prices. Baron Gorolt made
known the representation of his Governmoent here,
and it 1s now very well ascertained thar theladminis-
tration " had taken, In reply, substantially the same
jositlon as That taken by I&nrlﬂmuvnl--. o wit:—

‘hat nentral governments cannot be
lield, unpder international law, to act as
detectives agrinst thelr cltizens in order to prevent
a private traillc in arms with belligerent powers,
Thia doctrine being one not heretofora held by this
Government, and being, In fact, the theory on which
England maintalus her view of the Alabama vlaims,
an expianation of such a sudden change in our views
Lias been sought, and there is reason to believe the
gacrel appears in an understanding betwesn the ad-
winistration and the French Governmentof Tours.

Iiy the terms of this romored nnderstanding, the
United Statea are to shape thelr views of lnter.
national law upon the subject of the neotrality re-
quired of them (n the present European war in
guch a way as to give the fullest scope to the ex-
portetion of arms and war material generally from
ihis conniry w France, and o return the Tours (Fov
erpinent I8 to give the United States an opportanity
tosecure the long-sought foothold in the Carlbbean
by the gale of the French colonles in that sea. So
far asfregards the administration’s share in this ar-
rungement, the recent neutralivy prociamation was
purrosely =0 worded as to open the door for

the widest exportation of arms to France
by Tfailing to anpounce any prohilntion upon
such exportation, and thus, by implication,

assuring all dealers that no Imerrvretwa need
be apprelepded from this Government. The

end of the Antilles, as Cuba and Porto Rico consti-
